Mr. Campney has taken charge of a 
department which annually spends almost 
as much money as all others put together. 
He has promised to review the defense 
program in the hope of finding ways of 
making economies, and there should be 
several places in which he can put his 
own slogan to work, Despite repeated 
assurances that every dollar is wisely 
spent, there has been in recent years 
enough. evidence of duplication, extrava- 
gance and waste to suggest
